SECTION  A 

NATUR.aL  AND  SOCL.L  COl^TDITIONS. 

The  population  figure  of  4,l60  represents  a  fall  from  the  previous 
year's  estimate  of  110,  but  being  based  on  the  accurate  census  figures 
Nf  a  few  months  previous,  is  itself  the  most  accurate  mid-year  estimate 
during  the  decade.  It  may  therefore  be  compared  with  the  figure  of 
4,559  for  1951,  the  fall  in  the  intervening  ten  years  was  therefore 
399,  or  approximately  nine  per  cent. 

In  my  report  for  I96O,  I  commented  upon  the  fact  that  the  death  rate  from 
lung  cancer  was  the  highest  yet,  four  persons  having  died  from  this  cause.- 
It  is  sad  to  record  that  this  figure  was  again  attained  in  I96I  and  \/as 
sustained  during  I962.

ADMINISTRATION

1961  was  the  first  full  year  of  office  for  Mr.  Caddick  in  the  posts 
of  public  health  inspector  and  housing  manager.  In  the  latter 
function  much  fairly  urgent  work  v/as  necessary  in  connection  with  the 
new  sewerage  scheme,  modernisation,  maintenance,  allocation  of 
tenancies  resulting  upon  slum  clearance  and  re-allocation  of 
tenancies  to  make  the  best  use  of  available  acoammodation. 
iess  time  v/as  accordingly  available  for  the  routine  public  health 
v/ork,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  remedy  this  in  the 
future  since  some  of  the  work  outlin<^d  above  is  not  recurrent,  and 
other  aspects  v/ill  fall  into  routine. 


V^IUNOUS  PFIRSONS.  IRBMISES  AND  i'lRTICIiSS. 

No  action  was  necessary  throughout  the  year,  An  occasional  verminous 
head  is  encountered  through  the  school  health  service  and  is  treated 
quickly  and  effectively  by  the  school  nurse.

No  action  became  necessary  under  the  above  Acts  though  tVi^o 
cases  T/ere  reviev/ed  with  the  possibility  of  such  action  in 
mind.  Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  old  people  in  their 
homes  by  su^crtivo  services  such  as  the  County  Council's  Home 
Help  Organisation,  which  is  continuing  to  demonstrate  its  great 
value,  and  the  Meals  on  Wheels  service  operated  by  the  County 
Council  and  the  V/,V.S. 

The  most  difficult  cases  are  those  where  old  people  have 
withdrawn  from  society  for  so  long,  often  in  an  inconvenient 
house,  that  they  adamantly  refuse  proffered  help.  Persistent 
kindly  efforts  by  all  concerned  often  bear  fruit  and  removal 
to  an  institution,  the  last  resort,  is  thereby  avoided. 

The  old  peoples'  homes  on  the  housing  estate  in  this  respect 
perform  a  most  invaluable  function,  providing  a  warden  service^ 
central  heating,  and  a  communal  room  as  well  as  an  independent 
dwelling,  for  eighteen  individuals  or  couples  who  are  much 
easier  to  maintain  in  independence  in  these  very  favourable 
circumstances  than  they  v;ould  be  in  other  housing  conditions, 

/ 

Also  of  particular  help  to  the  elderly  is  the  variety  of  small 
dwelling  built  under  the  slum  clearance  programme  which  added 
some  very  desirable  latitude  to  the  units  of  accommodation 
already  provided,  including  neat  little  self-contained  bed 
sitters  capable  of  providing  ideal  accommodation  for  an  elderly 
person  not  infirm  enough  to  need  a  warden  service. 

It  seems  reasonable  to  prophesy  that  by  these  provisions  for 
the  elderly  the  sanctions  contained  in  the  National  Assistance 
Acts  v;ill  recede  in  importance  in  the  future.

iinother  visit  involved  observation  of  commercial  premises  late 
one  Saturday  night  following  a  complaint.  No  nuisance  was 
established  in  this  case. 


A  sixth  case  stemmed  from  the  burning  of  rubbish  and  timber 
on  a  demolition  site  which  vvas  causing  a  nuisance  to  a 
neighbouring  householder  and  the  practice  was  stopped. 


The  remaining  four  cases  involved  the  burning  of  rubbish  on 
various  commercial  premises,  which  gave  rise  to  nuisance  to 
surrounding  householders. 


BOUSING. 

Little  major  administrative  v/ork  remained  to  be  done  in  connection 
writh  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses,  but  actual  demolitions  carried 
out  amounted  to  I4-8,  and  i+6  families  v/ere  re-housed. 

A  further  four  promises  were  closed  while  additional  facilities 
were  provided  in  six  promises. 

It  is  intended  to  make  a  resume  of  the  vigorous  housing  action  taken 
in  recent  years  in  my  I962  report.
